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Over  the  years  I  have  met 
many  thousands  of  collec- 
tors-some  in  person,  but 
most  of  them  through  the 
mail.  No  two  coin  buyers  have 
ever  been  the  same,  nor  will 
they  ever  be.  Each  person  has  his  or  her  own 
ideas,  preferences,  and  way  of  doing  things. 

During  the  same  span  I  and  others  on  our 
staff  have  bought  many  collections-prob- 
ably  as  many  if  not  more  than  anyone  in  the 
rare  coin  field.  In  the  process  I  have  learned 
a  lot 

What  constitutes  a  smart  coin  buyer?  In 
my  mind  it  is  someone  who  has  an  eye  for 
quality  and  value  for  the  price  paid  and  a 
general  appreciation  of  the  subject  at  hand. 

One  an  have  a  marvelous  knowledge  of 
price  and  little  knowledge  of  value.  These  are 
two  different  concepts.  And  yet,  price-price- 
price  seems  to  be  one  of  the  most  important 
concepts  for  many  as  they  first  enter  the 
hobby.  I  have  not  quite  figured  out  why  this 
is  the  case,  as  it  doesn’t  seem  to  be  as 
prevalent  in  other  collecting  fields. 

In  conducting  business  here  at  Bowers 
and  Merena  Galleries  I  often  counsel  clients 
to  be  aware  not  only  of  price,  but  also  of 
quality  and  value.  All  three  concepts  are 
necessary  to  insure  satisfac¬ 


tion  and  the  building  of  a  fine  collection. 


Have  a  Plan 

Also  having  a  game  plan  is  es¬ 
sential.  A  useful  way  to 
determine  a  collecting  di¬ 
rection  or  plan  is  to  con¬ 
sult  the  old  familiar  “Red 
Book,”  A  Guide  Book  of 
United  States  Coins  Al¬ 
though  the  prices  may  not 
be  completely  up  to  date 
(as  the  volume  is  pro¬ 
duced  on  an  annual 
basis  and  prices 
change),  it  is  the  best 
single  reference  in  print 
for  basic  information  such 
as  mintage  figures,  ap¬ 
proximate  value  in  certain  grades,  extent  of 
the  series,  and  so  on. 

For  example  looking  at  the  listing  of 
1865-1889  nickel  three-cent  pieces  in  the 
Guide  Book  will  enable  you  to  determine 
quickly  whether  it  is  feasible  to  put  together 
a  set  of  Proofs,  and  by  checking  information 


on  Indian  cents  1859-1909  you  can  quickly 
determine  whether  a  set  in  EF,  Mint  State  or 
some  other  grade  is  affordable.  Also,  if  there 
are  some  very  great  rarities  you  will  encoun¬ 
ter  these  in  the  Guide  Book  and  you 
can  determine  how  to  deal  with 
them. 

As  an  illlustraton  of  great 
rarities,  among  half  cents  (minted 
1793-1857)  there  are  a  number  of 
very  rare  Proofs  that  are  certainly 
stumbling  blocks-even  if  your 
checking  account  is  unlimited.  These 
include  such  dates  as  1831,  1836, 
all  years  from  1840  to  1848  inclu¬ 
sive,  1849  Small  Date,  and  1852. 
The  late  Roger  S.  Cohen,  Jr.,  who 
wrote  a  book  on  the  subject— Amen- 
can  Half  Cents,  The  “Little  Half 
Sisters  ’’-didn’t  like  Proofs  as  he  considered 
them  to  be  “special  pieces,”  not  staples  of 
everyday  commercial  trade.  These  were  made 
for  royalty,  whereas  business  strikes  were 
made  for  the  bourgeoisie.  There  is  some¬ 
thing  nice  about  a  business  strike  in  this 
regard,  as  coins  were  meant  to  be  a  part  of 
everyday  commerce.  Roger  felt  sufficiently 
strong  about  this  that  his  fine  book  virtually 
ignored  Proofs.  His  own  reference 
collection  was  certainly  “com-

Coin  Memos  From  Here  and  There 

A  CURIOUS  ASPECT  of  the  1844  Liberty  Seated  silver  dollar  is  that  all  business 
strikes  have  just  three  (instead  of  four)  elements  in  each  vertical  stripe  in  the  shield. 
This  occurs  nowhere  else  in  the  dollar  series. 


AN  ENTIRE  BOX  FULL  of  1826-dated  large  cents  was  found  on  an  island  or 
promontory  in  Boston  harbor  decades  ago,  in  a  tiny  vault-like  space  under  the 
floorboards  of  a  building.  Apparently  someone  took  a  fancy  to  this  date  and  saved 
hundreds  of  them.  The  entire  lot  went  to  Oscar  G.  Schilke,  of  Niantic,  CT,  who  in 
the  1940s  sold  them  at  coin  dub  meetings  and  elsewhere. 


IT  PAYS  TO  ASK:  Recently,  reader  B.R.  sent  an  inquiry  about  a  rare  1885  quarter 
eagle,  and  we  published  it.  Lo  and  behold!  Another  reader  offered  us  one,  and  we 
sent  it  off  right  away  to  B.R.,  in  whose  collection  it  now  reposes.

Eva  Adams 
on  the 

1964  Peace  Dollar 

The  following  commentary  is  by 
former  Mint  Director  Eva  Adams,  writ¬ 
ing  from  her  home  in  Washington,  DC, 
April  22,  1975,  after  she  had  left  her 
Mint  directorship  but  before  she  re¬ 
turned  home  to  Nevada.  The  narrative  is 
extracted  from  a  lengthy  letter  to  Abe 
Kosoff,  a  copy  of  which  was  furnished  to 
Margo  Russell,  who  in  turn  sent  it  along 
to  us  for  inclusion  in  a  future  edition  of 
our  Silver  Dollars  and  Trade  Dollars  of 
the  United  States:  A  Complete  Encyclo¬ 
pedia  book  and  to  share  here. 

The  1964-D  Peace  dollar  was  struck  in 
Denver  in  1965  to  the  extent  of  316,076 
pieces,  but  no  examples  were  officially 
released.  Since  then  it  has  been  a 
centerpoint  of  numismatic  interest.  Were 
any  saved?  Perhaps  the  true  answer  will 
never  be  known.  Meanwhile,  lots  of 
theories,  lots  of  opinions. 

Adding  to  our  fund  of  knowledge 
now  is  Eva  Adams'  writing  on  the  sub¬ 
ject: 

As  to  1964  Peace  dollar,  this  was  a 
"Comedy  of  Errors'"  centered  mostly  about 
Congressional  controversy  and  Treasury 
impetuosity,  which  1  probably  shouldn't  point 
up. 

Anyway,  the  Mint  was  given  instructions, 
by  the  T reasury,  to  proceed  with  the  prelimi¬ 
nary  work  on  the  proposed  dollar,  even 
though  Congress  had  not  yet  actually  ap¬ 
proved  it  and  the  Mint  had  not  been  autho¬ 
rized  to  spend  operating  funds  for  this 
purpose.  Silver  was  very  short  at  this  time, 
and  so  were  tempers... 

In  any  event,  we  did  as  Treasury  officials 
directed,  and  "geared  up"  for  production  in 
accordance  with  standard  Mint-operating 
procedures.  All  production  was  experimen¬ 
tal — every  bit  of  it. 

You  see,  until  the  new-date,  working  dies, 
designated  for  production  AND  made  from 
newly-prepared  "this  year's  date  Master  dies," 
any  coins  struck  during  the  "try-out"  period 
were  NOT  approved  for  delivery  to  the 
cashier.  Many  things  had  to  be  established, 
even  if  a  few  strikes  looked  good.  We  still  had 
to  test  die-life.  If  these  results  had  been 
unsatisfactory,  the  entire  lot  struck  during 
the  "try-out"  would  have  been  condemned  as 
unfit  and  delivered  to  the  Melting  Division  of 
the  Mint  for  reconversion  into  coinage 
ingots.  We  didn't  even  get  this  far... 

I  think  you  know  what  happened.  Con¬ 
gress  held  further  hearings,  and  the  govern¬ 
ment  finally  reversed  its  decision  to  issue 
silver  dollars  again.  Therefore,  the  entire  lot 
of  experimental  strikes,  which  had  been 
carefully  held,  in  locked  containers  in  the 
Coining  Room  vaults,  was  put  through  a  rigid 
special  security  accountability,  prior  to  the 
delivery  of  this  lot  for  remelting  into  stan¬ 
dard  silver  bullion  coinage  bars.  The  Mint 
people  knew  the  danger  of  any  of  them 
getting  out. 

You  can  believe  me  that  every  possible 
care  was  taken  to  assure  that  NONE  did  leave 
the  Mint...except  for  two  specimens,  still  kept 
under  rigid  Mint  (government]  control.  These 
went  to  the  Technical  Division  of  the  Mint,  for 
possible  future  use  as  an  aid  to  the  Secret 
Service  IF  ever  coins,  alleged  to  be  some  of 
these  experimental  strikes,  were  submitted  to 
Secret  Service.  You  know  they  would  have  the 
responsibility  for  determining  whether  said 
alleged  "strikes"  were  altered,  counterfeit,  or 
whatever.  Later,  even  these  two  specimens 
were  destroyed,  under  standard  Mint  operat¬ 
ing  procedures;  but  this  occurred  after  I  left 
the  Mint. 

Thus  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  this 
but  have  been  most  reliably  advised  that  they 
were  properly— and  thoroughly  destroyed... 

One  or  two  details  which  came  to  my 
mind  might  be  included.  The  assertion  has 
been  made  that  "the  1964  Peace  Dollars  were 
presented  to  President  Johnson,  and/or  his 
family."  This  is  not  true.  I  simply  can't 
imagine  this  being  done  without  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  director  of  the  Mint,  and,  believe 
me,  I  can't  and  don't  believe  it... 
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plete”  so  far  as  his  personal  preferences  and 
interests  went,  without  including  the  Proofs 
in  question. 

The  Guide  Book  can  be  used  as  a  “wish 
book.”  It’s  difficult  to  know  what  you  want 
unless  you  know  what  exists  and  what  the 
prices  are.

I  have  found  it  convenient  in  certain 
larger  series  to  look  at  just  a  part  of  the 
listings — to  consider  forming  a  collection 
within  a  collection. 

For  example,  if  Saint-Caudens  gold  $20 
pieces  interest  you,  form  a  set  of  business 
strikes  from  just  the  early  part  of  the  series 
from  1907-1916-which  includes  all  the  of 
earlier  years  and  mintmarks  (after  1916  there 
was  a  gap  in  production  which  did  not  resume 
until  1920).  There  are  no  “impossible”  rari¬ 
ties,  although  the  MCMVII  High-Relief  is  cer¬ 
tainly  expensive  ($5,000  to  $15,000  for  a  nice 
piece).  Very  attractive  examples  of  many  of 
the  others  can  be  purchased  for  as  little  as 
$500  to  $700— this  for  coins  that  each  have  a 
bullion  or  melt-down  value  of  close  to  $400 
each  (not  that  anyone  would  want  to  melt 
them  down,  but  it  does  give  a  feeling  of 
security  to  their  ownership).  If  you  then  want 
to  collect  $20  pieces  from  the  later  series, 
1920  and  subsequentyears,  your  collection  of 
the  earlier  pieces  will  fit  in  nicely  as  a  part  of 
the  overall  set 

Similarly,  among  large  cents,  collectors  for 
a  long  time  have  broken  the  series  into  parts 
and  have  collected  early  dates  (1793-1814), 
middle  dates  ( 1816-1839),  and  late  dates  ( 1839- 
1857).  A  benefit  to  this  is  that  one  can  form  a 
set  of  late<late  cents  and  then,  upon  comple¬ 
tion,  go  on  to  middle-date  cents  or  the  early 
series.  Your  late<iate  cents  will  still  remain 
desirable  and  will  not  have  to  be  replaced.  A 
collection  within  a  collection  in  any  series  can 
serve  as  a  building  block  if  you  want  to  go 
beyond  the  limits  you  originally  set 

Grade  Objectives 

Your  game  plan  when  building  a  collec¬ 
tion  should  include  grade  objectives  as  well. 
If  I  were  putting  together  a  set  of  middle-date 
large  cents,  1816-1839, 1  would  probably  opt 
for  such  grades  as  EF,  AU,  or  the  tower  Mint 
State  ranges.  I  would  carefully  select  each 
one  to  be  sure  it  had  a  pleasing  surface  and 
was  of  nice  quality. 

Offhand  you  might  say,  “Why  not  MS-65? 
Or,  shouldn’t  I  buy  the  best  there  is-what 
about  MS-66?”  The  answer:  some  (but  not 
all)  MS-65  coins  may  indeed  be  of  better 
quality  than  MS-63  coins,  but  prices  may  be 
much  greater.  To  me  it  is  a  question  of  value 
received.  My  thoughts  run  counter  to  a  lot  of 
what  I  see  in  print  elsewhere. 

By  way  of  analogy,  if  I  wanted  to  buy  a 
model  A  Ford  convertible  automobile  and 
someone  said  they  had  a  very  nicely  restored 
one,  in  excellent  running  condition,  with 
original  parts,  and  so  on-a  real  gem-for 
$20,000, 1  would  much  rather  buy  that  than 
pay  $120,000  for  an  example  that  has  been 
kept  in  a  wooden  crate  since  it  was  made  in 
1931  (if  indeed  such  a  car  exists).  Obviously, 
the  $120,000  car  kept  in  a  wooden  crate  is  in 
better  condition  than  the  $20,000  example, 
but  to  me  it  does  not  represent  a  good  value 
for  the  price  paid.  Going  back  to  numismat¬ 
ics,  I  would  rather  have  a  complete  collection 
of  middle-date  cents  from  1816-1839  in  nice 
EF40  grade  than  have  just  two  or  three  MS- 
65  and  a  lot  of  empty  blanks. 

Grades  and  Quality 

When  confronted  with  buying  coins  you 
will  be  offered  pieces  in  specific  numerical 
grades  (EF40,  MS-60,  MS-65,  or  whatever) 
at  certain  prices.  Pieces  may  be  “raw”  (not  in 
plastic  slabs)  or  may  be  certified  by  PCGS, 
NGC,  ANACS,  or  another  of  the  certification 
services.  A  relevant  concept  to  grasp  at  the 
onset  is  that  technical  or  numerical  grade 
can  be  one  thing  and  quality  an  be  another. 

To  understand  the  difference,  it  is  impor¬ 
tant  to  understand  the  series  involved.  If 
you  are  talking  about  1982-S  Washington 
commemorative  half  dollars,  nearly  all  of 
them  in  existence  are  in  the  same  grade  as 


issued  by  the  Mint  and  are  in  Proof-66, 
Proof-67,  or  some  higher  grade  (I’ve  never 
seen  any  logical  explanation  in  print  as  how 
to  tell  the  difference  between  Proof-66  and 
Proof-67,  for  example,  and  don’t  think  that 
anyone  else  knows  either;  here  at  Bowers 
and  Merena  Galleries  we  simply  call  them 
Proof-65,  and  everyone  seems  to  be  happy). 
The  point  is  that  there  is  no  particular 
reason  to  become  amazed  by  a  1982-S 
Washington  half  dollar  if  someone  offers 
you  one  in  Proof-69  grade.  Ho  hum. 

And  yet  quite  a  few  people  make  mistakes 
of  this  nature.  The  other  day  someone  con¬ 
tacted  Dr.  Richard  A. 

Bagg,  head  of  our  Auc¬ 
tion  Department,  with  a 
list  of  modem  Proof  Jef¬ 
ferson  nickels  from  the 
1960s  onward,  Proof 
Roosevelt  dimes,  in  fancy 
grades  such  as  Proof-68 
and  Proof-69,  for  which 
the  lady  owner  had  paid 
several  thousand  dollars 
each.  These  were  and  are 
common  coins  and  are 
worth  just  a  few  dollars 
apiece.  And  yet  the  lady 
thought  she  was  buying  great  rarities.  In 
reality  she  was  buying  very  common  coins  in 
grades  she  thought  were  rare. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  someone  offers  you 
an  1808  large  cent  in  MS-67  grade,  it  is  time 
to  sit  up  and  take  notice.  Again,  it  depends  on 
the  series  involved  and  how  rare  an  issue  is 
within  the  context  of  its  series  It  pays  to 
know  which  coins  in  which  series  are  com¬ 
mon  or  rare  in  high  grades. 

Two  Morgan  Dollars 

Among  coins  in  a  specific  technical  grade 
there  are  apt  to  be  vast  differences  in  quality. 
Again,  the  differences  are  often  not  great 
among  recent  coins,  and  for  certain  earlier 
coins  that  have  survived  in  hoards,  the  differ¬ 
ences  may  not  be  great  either  (such  as  with 
an  188 1-S  Morgan  dollar).  However,  for 
other  series  differences  can  be  measurable. 
It  pays  to  know  the  territory.  Whereas  nearly 
all  1881-S  Morgan  dollars  you  find  described 
as  MS-65  are  very  nice,  sharply  struck,  and 
attractive,  this  is  not  necessarily  the  case 
with  1896-0  Morgan  dollars.  Pieces  are  apt 
to  vary  widely.  In  the  absence  of  knowledge, 
a  newcomer  to  coin  collecting  would  have  no 
way  of  knowing  that  an  MS65  1881-S  dollar 
is  common  and,  further,  is  usually  sharply 
struck  and  of  excellent  quality.  On  the  other 
hand  an  MS65  1896-0  is  not  only  rare,  but 
if  you  had  the  chance  to  examine  10  different 
specimens  over  the  years,  perhaps  just  one 
would  be  of  outstanding  quality.  Where  do 
you  get  this  knowledge?  By  reading.  As  of 
this  writing  over  3,500  people  have  bought 
the  two-volume  set  of  my  book,  Silver  Dol¬ 
lars  and  Trade  Dollars  of  the  United  States: 
A  Complete  Encyclopedia. This  book  is  not 
cheap;  the  set  costs  $119  net  after  a  dis¬ 
count  However,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  book 
is  indeed  worth  much  more  to  anyone  con¬ 
templating  putting  together  a  set  of  dollars. 
By  the  way,  this  is  not  a  sales  solicitation  for 
the  book,  as  it  is  nearly  sold  out  You  can 
borrow  a  copy  free  by  mail  from  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Numismatic  Association  Library  in  Colo¬ 
rado  Springs,  and  the  chances  are  good  that 
your  local  coin  club  has  a  copy,  too. 

At  a  recent  convention,  Mark  Borckardt 
our  senior  numismatist  was  shown  a  certi¬ 
fied  Lincoln  cent  with  an  ugly  black  spot  on 
the  reverse.  It  was  certified  as  MS68.  Mark 
asked  the  question,  “In  what  grade  does  a 
Lincoln  cent  have  to  be  in  so  that  it  doesn’t 
have  a  black  spot  on  it?”  If  I  were  buying  this 
coin  for  my  collection  or  for  a  client  I  would 
rather  have  a  decent  MS-63  without  corro¬ 
sion  than  an  MS68  with  a  spot  on  it  It  pays 
to  be  particular.  There  are  spot-free  MS-63 
Lincoln  cents  around,  but  it  takes  some 
cherry-picking  to  find  them. 

AccMBpiisfclaf  the  Meal 

All  of  the  preceding  said,  coin  buying  is 
not  an  esoteric  subject  Over  the  years  many 
thousands  of  collectors  have  formed  beauti¬ 


ful  cabinets  by  purchasing  carefully,  keeping 
an  eye  out  for  quality,  and  being  aware  of 
price  at  the  same  time.  To  accomplish  this 
ideal  situation  one  needs  to  learn  about 
coins.  While  I  might  like  to  delve  into  a 
technical  reference  book,  this  isn’t  everyone’s 
cup  of  tea.  Nor  does  it  have  to  be.  A  great  deal 
of  good  basic  knowledge  can  be  acquired 
simply  by  reading  the  Guide  Book,  browsing 
through  Walter  Breen’s  Encyclopedia  of 
United  States  and  Colonial  Coins, (a  very 
comprehensive  volume  on  just  about  every¬ 
thing),  reading  current  numismatic  periodi¬ 
cals,  and  looking  at  coins. 

I  have  often  suggested  that 
someone  interested  in  a  se¬ 
ries  would  do  well  to  order 
two  or  three  pieces  in  a  cer¬ 
tain  grade,  check  them  out, 
and  see  what  they  think.  For 
example,  I  could  write  a  very 
enticing  description  of  an 
1868  Shield  nickel  in,  say, 
MS63  grade.  And  when  you 
receive  the  coin  in  the  mail,  it 
would  represent  an  MS63 
and  a  nice  example.  How¬ 
ever,  possibly  upon  examina¬ 
tion  you  find  that  you  don’t 
like  the  Shield  design  at  all-nothing  to  do 
with  this  particular  coin,  you  just  did  not 
warm  up  to  the  design  in  question.  If  so,  you 
should  send  the  coin  back  with  a  simple  note 
saying  “I  decided  not  to  collect  this  series.” 
There’s  nothing  wrong  with  “test  driving” 
before  you  buy. 

Similarly,  before  making  hard  and  fast 
rules  as  to  what  grade  you  would  like  to 
collect,  it  is  good  to  see  what  various  grades 
look  like.  In  the  Indian  cent  and  large  cent 
series  a  coin  can  be  EF40,  glossy  brown,  and 
very  attractive.  On  the  other  hand,  a  Saint- 
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Gaudens  $20  of  1908,  if  EF40,  might  look  a 
bit  banged  up,  somewhat  scruffy,  and  not  at 
all  attractive-at  least  not  as  attractive  as  the 
large  cent  It’s  hard  to  learn  this  sort  of 
information  by  reading  books,  not  much 
about  it  has  reached  print  However,  exami¬ 
nation  will  bring  it  home. 

A  Staple  Test 

I  have  always  recommended  the  “I  like  it 
test”  to  coin  buyers.  When  you  are  examin¬ 
ing  a  coin-no  matter  how  rare  it  is,  how 
cheap  it  is,  or  whatever-don’t  buy  it  unless 
it  pleases  you.  Just  because  someone  else 
likes  it  isn’t  a  reason  why  your  check  should 
pay  for  it  If  you  are  buying  a  painting  for 
your  home  you  wouldn’t  buy  an  ugly  one 
because  an  art  dealer  said  you  should  or 
someone  else  liked  it  Instead,  you’d  pick 
something  that  you  and  your  family  would 
enjoy  owning.  The  same  is  true  of  coins.  Pick 
something  that  you  will  enjoy  looking  at 
again  and  again  and  will  enjoy  owning. 

As  a  dealer  I  would  rather  have  each  and 
every  one  of  my  customers  buy  coins  that 
they  like  to  own  rather  than  buy  coins  that 
they  will  not  enjoy.  Personally,  I  think  coins 
are  very  exciting,  stimulating,  and  eternally 
fascinating-I  enjoy  very  much  being  a  rare 
coin  dealer  and  wouldn’t  dream  of  being 
anything  else.  However,  the  excitement  does 
not  lie  in  a  particularly  high-grade  speci¬ 
men  of  a  certain  variety,  but  lies  in  less  well 
defined  things-intangibles  such  as  the  his¬ 
tory  behind  the  coin-the  romantic  story  of 
the  Carson  City  Mint  for  example.  I  can  hold 
an  1884-CC  dollar  in  my  hand,  say  an  MS-63 
piece,  and  go  on  a  “mind  trip”  for  10 
minutes  about  how  it  was  minted,  what  it 
has  done,  and  its  numismatic  significance. 
And  yet  here  is  a  coin  costing  less  than 
$100.

You  Ask ed

M.T.  ASKS:  I  bought  my  first  coin 
last  week  at  a  diop  here  In  Chicago.  It 
was  a  1909  V.D.B.  cent  In  MS-63  grade. 
The  shop  owner,  who  handles  your 
books,  suggested  that  I  write  to  you  to 
ask  this  quesdon:  This  coin  cost  me  $19, 
and  it  was  so  cheap  that  1  bought  the 
two  he  had  at  this  price.  Why  isn't  it 
worth  more,  considering  that  it  is  the 
only  year  of  its  type  and  the  first  year 
of  the  Lincoln  cent? 

GC  ANSWERS:  Numismatically,  the 
1909  V.D.B.  cent  is  a  treasure  of  the  first 
order.  However,  many  thousands  were 
saved  at  the  time  of  issue,  enough  that 
today  there  are  plenty  of  them  around — 
enough  so  that  the  supply-demand  curve 
for  MS-63  comes  out  at  about  $20. 

This  is  one  of  many  instances  of  a 
very  numismatically  desirable  old  U.S. 
coin  in  Mint  State  selling  for  an  inexpen¬ 
sive  price.  A  similar  situation  can  be 
found  with  the  1883  Liberty  Head  nickel 
without  CENTS  on  the  reverse;  these 
are  a  one-year-only  design  type,  but 
enough  were  saved  at  the  time  of  issue 
that  they  are  plentiful  today. 


T.I.  ASKS:  My  son,  who  lives  in 
Tucson,  is  getting  interested  in  coins. 
Can  you  recommend  a  few  books  1  can 
give  him  to  get  started?  I  have  an 
expenditure  of  about  $100  in  mind. 

CC  ANSWERS:  It  is  probably  best 
not  to  overwhelm  him  with  information 
at  the  beginning.  For  starters  I  suggest 
a  copy  of  A  Guide  Book  of  U.S.  Coins, 
list  price  $7.95,  available  from  us  or  just 
about  any  other  coin  dealer.  Next,  I 
suggest  that  you  ask  him  if  he  wants  to 
go  further,  and  if  he  does,  Walter 
Breen's  Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U.S. 


and  Colonial  Coins,  list  $100,  is  a  great 
choice. 

You  might  show  him  a  list  of  the 
books  we  offer  for  sale  and  have  him 
pick  out  his  own  titles  depending  upon 
any  interest  he  may  show — for  silver 
dollars,  for  commemoratives,  or  what¬ 
ever. 


D.M.  AK&  What  do  you  think  of 
the  idea  of  having  folders  made  so  that 
school  children  can  become  interested 
in  coins  and  collect  pieces  of  their  birth 
year?  How  would  one  go  about  pro¬ 
moting  this?  1  think  it  would  be  great 
for  the  future  of  the  hobby. 

CC  ANSWERS:  This  would  be  a 
great  project  for  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  to  become  involved 
with.  Kenneth  E.  Bressett,  incoming 
president  of  the  ANA,  has  been  in¬ 
volved  in  numismatic  book  and  album 
production  for  many  years  (with  West¬ 
ern  Publishing  Co.  and  its  Guide  Book 
and  other  titles). 

In  addition,  the  U.S.  Mint  is  becom¬ 
ing  involved  in  outreach  to  classrooms. 
After  all,  young,  smiling  faces  filled  with 
enthusiasm  today  might  well  become 
tomorrow's  serious  numismatists.  You 
might  write  to  Philip  Diehl,  director  of 
the  Mint,  and  share  your  ideas.  Mr. 
Diehl  is  a  hands-on  administrator  and 
has  taken  a  great  interest  in  the  collect¬ 
ing  community.  (However,  the  U.S. 
Mint  should  not  try  to  sell  high-priced 
current  commemoratives  to  youngsters, 
in  my  opinion.)

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More  on  “Long  Hot  Summer” 

The  following  is  from  Rus  Stolling,  President  of  the  Fresno  Numismatic  Society. 

In  the  midst  of  a  pleasurable  review  of  several  of  the  most  recent  copies  of  The 
Coin  Collector,  I  noticed  this  tid-bit  in  the  April  10th  This  St  That: 

THE  MOVIE,  Long  Hot  Summer,  contained  a  mention  of  a  silver  dollar  dated 
1905.  Rare  item,  we  say! 

A  copy  of  said  film  reposes  in  my  library,  so  1  decided  to  investigate.  Equipped 
with  a  bowl  of  popcorn  and  a  beverage,  I  began  my  research.  The  scene  alluded  to 
occurs  at  about  an  hour  and  thirty-eight  minutes  into  the  film.  It  summarizes  thus: 

It  is  night.  Domineering  patriarch  Will  Varner  (Orson  Welles]  is  standing  at  the 
edge  of  a  knee-deep  excavation,  in  which  his  adult,  neurotic,  underachieving  son  jody 
(Anthony  Franciosa]  is  shovelling  frantically  and  obsessively  by  lantern  light, 
searching  for  a  ache  of  coins  allegedly  buried  by  ancestors  during  the  Civil  War  to 
avoid  losing  them  to  advancing  Union  forces.  Jody  has  found  a  bag  of  silver  dollars 
earlier  in  the  day  and  is  looking  for  another,  hoping  to  use  the  treasure  to  buy  his 
way  out  from  under  his  father's  thumb,  jody  hands  a  coin  up  to  Will,  who  cleans 
it  a  bit  with  some  saliva  and  thumb-rubbing  before  studying  it  closely. 

Will  Varner  grumbles:  "Is  this  the  money  that  the  folk  hid  when  they 
thought  Grant  was  comin?  Is  this  the  money  wuz  'sposed  to  be  laying' 
out  here  all  these  years  since  the  war  between  the  states? 

Jody,  proudly,  and  arrogantly:  "That's  right." 

Will:  "This  piece  was  minted  in  1910."  After  a  pause  he  continues,  "Ben 
Quick-{the  protagonist  played  by  Paul  Newman]  he's  salted  this  place."  And 
after  another  signifiant  pause, "Just  took  a  couple  of  hatfulls  of  silver  dollars 
buried  out  here  one  night  in  an  old  anvas  bag  to  atch  a  sucker  like  you." 

So  there  you  have  it — it  was  a  1910  silver  dollar,  not  1905  as  reported,  but  certainly 
equally  rare.

I3uild  a  Gold  ‘type  #et! 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  impressive  ways  to  collect  United  States  gold 
coins  is  to  build  a  type  set  of  major  designs  from  the  1840s  through  the  1920s.  In 
its  simplest  form,  this  would  consist  of  one  of  each  regular  denomination;  the  gold 
$1,  $2.50,  $3,  $5,  $10,  and  $20.  However,  an  expanded  type  set  is  quite  affordable 
on  today's  market,  provides  an  interesting  challenge,  and  will  give  you  a  wider 
panorama  of  coinage.  This  contains  the  following  issues: 

Gold  dollars.  Type  1 1849-1854:  No  problem  here.  Many  varieties  available.  Type 
II  1854-1856:  this  is  the  "toughie"  of  the  series.  Most  are  dated  1854  and  1855,  plus 
the  stray  1856-S.  Cherrypick  for  a  decent  strike,  particularly  on  the  two  central  date 
numerals  on  the  reverse.  Type  III  1856-1889:  Not  as  plentiful  as  Type  I  but  still  available. 
Interesting  inasmuch  as  it  is  sometimes  possible  to  get  a  low-mintage  date  for  not 
much  more  than  a  high-mintage  one. 

$Z50  gold  quarter  eagles.  1840-1907  Coronet  Head  or  Liberty  Head  type;  the 
longest  single  span  in  American  coinage  of  a  design  without  a  significant  change:

Someday  we  might  write  a  little  monograph  on  Feuchtwanger,  whose 
interests  were  quite  varied  (he  wrote  books  on  rocks  and  minerals,  maintained  a 
museum  of  natural  curiosities,  and  compounded  patent  medicines,  among  other 
things).
